GARCIA'S FORCES
SUFFER DEFEAT

He Attempts to Capture the Spanish
Forces---A Bloody Battle Fought---
Forty-Six Cubans and Eighteen
Spaniards Killed --- Maoy Were
Wounded.

New Yozk. July 22.—A epecial from
Santiago says:

It is reported tonight that General
Garcia’s army attacked a detachment of
Spanish eoldiers bound for this city to
surrender and was badly beaten. K Gar-
cia ambushed the Hpaniu-ds and de-
manded them to surrender immediately
to him. The Spaniards refused and a
bloody fight followed, resnlting in the
routing of Garcia’s army., Forty-six
Cubans and eighteen Spaniarde were
killed, and many were wounded on both
sides,

It 1a undera tood to be Garcia’s inten—
tion to attempt the capture of Holquin
withont the aid of the American forcea.

The fight occurred twenty-nine miles
northwest of Santisgo. General Gar-
cia’s army had proceeded upon this
mission when the Spanish troops were
encountered,. The Spaniards, it is said,
bad been gathered from the fortified
towns in the vicinity, and were proceed-
ing to Santiago under terms of sar-
render agreed to by General Toral,

Garcia ordered his men to form o 83
to be concealed in the chapparel, hoping
to annihilate the firet section of the

_ Spanigh troops. His plans were
promptly put into execution, but the

demoralization by the opening shots,
replied fiercely and General Garcia's
ambuscade was a complete failure.

Although unsuccessful in his plan to
trap the Spaniarde, Gen. Garcia, ac-
cording to the Cuobans who brought the
story, sent word to them demanding
that they surrender forthwith., To this
demand the Spanish commander re-
torned an emphatic refusal. Gen Gareia
ordered his troops to prepare to fight.
Gen. Garcia had decided, it iseaid, to
attempt to carry the Bpanish position
| by aseault, and his troops pressed for-
ward when the word was given. Their
progress was firmly resisted at every
point by the Spaniards, who, after sey-
eral hours of hard fighting, put the
Cobans to flight,

The Hero of the Merrimac Has Reached
New York and Left for Washing-

New Yorg, Jaly 22.—The Uniled

Lientenant Hobson eaid he had in-
spected the wrecked Spanish warships
and he is certain if prompt’ action is
taken two of them, the COristobal Colon
and Maris Teresa, can be saved.

“Should a gale spring up,” added
Lientenant Hobson, *“‘all work of the
wreckers would go for nanght, and the
Colon and Tereea be lost to us. That is
why I am huarrying to Washington to
explain to the officials there the neces-
gity of making contracts at once for the
raising of the warshipe.”

MANY MISSING

AN EXCITING
FORGERY CASE

A Multimillionaire Rancher of Glenn

County, California, Has a Griey-

ance to Answer---Claims Forgery.

Bay Fuaxcisco, July 23.--Mies Min-
nie Mardock has commenced enit here
to collect & note for §100,000 and inter-
est at one per cent a month since 1877,
amountiog in all to $350,000, against the
estate of William Muardock, 8 multimil-
lionsire rancher of Glenn county, who
dled four years #go. Plaintiff alleges
her nocle gave her a note when ghe was
a little child saying he wanted to pro-
vide for her when she was older. Maor-
dock heard of the note before he died
and declared it forgery, He denied em-
phatically that he ever gave his neice
any note or had any such conversation
as that alleged.

The suoit has created a senseation
throoghout Northern California, and
the heir of Mordock will prosecute
the holders of the note for forgery. Ex-
perts have declared the note bogus.

BETTER RIFLES
FOR VOLUNTEERS

Members of the Porto Rican Expedition
Will be Armed With the Krag—

WILL ATTEMPT TO
VOID THE CONTRACT

Trouble May Resalt if the Spanish
Steamship Company is Given the
Contract for Carrying Troops.

A lawyer has been relained by the
steamship companies who were hidders
for the transporting of the 22,000 cap-
tured Spanish prigoners from Santisgo
to Spain, who will begin action today to
have the contract made with Compania
Trans-Atlantic Espanola set aside.
